witb an attentive and appreciative 
audience, numbering no less than OOt 


Before the nciir of service the 2 
meiubeis of the class accompanied b. 
Doctor Piatt. Professor Bryant and 
other members of tbe high school fac 
ulty entered the church and took tbe 
seats assigned them in the middl 
block of pews directly in front of tbe 
pulpit. A better appearing party

young.people have never gone oui 
from the high school.and their gentle- 
manly and ladylike deportment coulc 
nut have been improved upon. Tbe> 
were deeply interested in tbe sermon 
and heard witb closest attention what 
the reverend gentleman said. 


Rev. Dr. Fisher's splendidly delivered 


sermon Sunday morning was a strong 
argument for tbe right. His text was 
rom Luke XIV chapter and 4ttth 
erse. The disciples were reasoning 
among themselves as to which should 
>e greatest and upon tbis question of 
greatness the gentleman dwelt.Great- 
ness, as be saw it.might be tbe bloody 
victories of Napoleon or Alexander or 
tie peaceful conquests of the scien- 
..ist, philanthropist or statesman, but 
all greatness is shown in tbe service 
rendered to God and man. He spoke 
(artieulariy of that greatness wh*cb 
s for ihe gnod of others, and impress- 
id upon his hearers that true grear<- 
ness means the downfall of selfishness 
nd tbe growth of brotherly love. 
Rev. Dr. Pister pointed out the ne- 
essity for every man and woman to 
have a place in tLe ousv, grinding 
nov ing world, and was happy in tbe 
knovrlege that be bad lived to see tbe 
day when women were forcing them- 
eives to an equal place in tbe affairs 
if tbe world with men. 
He pointed 


iut Che influence-of coeducation, and 
deemed it asign of tbe times 'that ot 
.he class in his presence the great ma- 
oricy were young women .who" bad 
demonstrated their ability to step side 
hy_ side ,^10* Ehe men. - He urged 
hem to continue their work, not for- 
:etting that while all cannot- be great- 
es., there are those works in life which 
if properly done will make all great. 
The reverend gentleman praised the 


intelligence that had produced a 
school system by w lich all who pos- 
sessed the necessary pluck migbbstart 
m the way lighted by the lamp of 
learning. He cited instances of hew 
men bad become great by hard, per- 
sistent study even though the humble 
surroundings in which they bad been 
re i red placed before them such obsta- 
cles as would daunt the young man or 
woman who • had not a purpose in 
view.~ '.'Have an aim," he -said, -'and 
lire, but be sure your gun is loaded be- 
fore you pull the trigger. 
That is 


what you have been doing all these 
years. Loading the gun in order that 
\vben the time for action came it 
would not, Hash in the pan and you 
would not fail in your wbole duty." 


All men cannot be leaders, argued 


Kev. Dr. Fisher, but the greatest of 
service is often found in tbe greatness 
of the servant. Here is a field where 
ail can sow and reap, and passing 
through the successive stages emerge 
the master. But to be truly great in 
tbe end, to be qualified for tbe duties 
tA life and be prepared for the time 
when tne earnest effort of long years 
will culminate in tbe glory of com- 
plete success one must gather great- 
ness in every step. 
It is not that 


which can come without warning: it 
must be growing as success is coming, 
and if it does not develop the man has 
not attained greatness. 
Throughout his sermon Rev. Dr. 


Fisher pointed out by p'.casing meta- 
phor and unqualified statement that 
aie highest greatness man can attain 
is the greatness that leads him to tbe 
gate of God's -kinvdom. When tbe 
last, words were said the reverend gen- 
tleman addressed these words directly 
to the class: 


"By accepting tbe honor of address 


ing you on tbis occasion I recognize a 
S'cred duty and a grave responsioil- 
ity. There are pivitol hours in almost 
every life when time must be comput- 
ed by heart throbs and not by calen- 
d irs nor clock pendulums. Some mo- 
ments are da"ys. some days- are years, 
seme years are centuries. 


•_'One hour shapes a destiny. 
It is 
that destiny. An experience deter- 
mines a character. 
Yea. it is tbat 


character. 


"Subtract from some men and wo- 


men the inspirational moods or sun- 
bursts in their lives, and what is left? 
From J?cob the vision of tbe ladder 
and the angels, from Moses tb° burn- 
ing bush and its lessons, from Paul the 
experience on the way lo Damascus. 


"You may not all be great accord- 
ing lo the world's .standards, but you 
may ali be good and render good ser- 
vice according tu tbe standard fixed 
.by tbe Almighty Father. 


•'The custom of promising an office 


to all tbe boys, and a paradise to all 
tbe girls may have been encouraging 
to tbe class at that lime, but it was 
certainly discouraging when the goods 
were not delivered and they could not 
but think of tbe doom of false proph- 
ets. 


"Do not think all doors are open to 


you. 
They are shut, but they will 


open at a knock and you may enter by 
a password. No opportunities howev- 


er great ever made a scholar, neither 
can their absence blast the hopes of a 
determined application. 
'•Tlie guardian angel with drawn 


sword stands at tbe door of Eoen. not 
to frighten away tbe true and worthy 
but only to guard against the uanor- 
thy intruder. Tbere is no word la tbe 
fixed liinr that tbe doors bo all earthly 
and heavenly Eden*, from tlie wilder- 
ness kingdom of life on earth to the 
flowery and fragrant gardens of roses 
that bloom in heaven, are all shut, 
and tbey who enter must announce 
their coming by a knock. Tbe king- 
doms of science, art, music, iatelli- 
gence, grace and glory open oaty to 
him who knocks and seeks to enter. 
To such tbe door will open.

•To be great you must seek, knock 


and strive. You may obtain great- 
ness in all these walks of life, you may 
climb higher than others have erer

London, June 2.—Peace has been 


declared after nearly two year* and 
ol£ht months of a war vhlcfa. trie* the 
British empire ID its imanuoBC and 
wiped the Boers from the list of na- 
tions. The war has come to an end 
with Lord Kitchener's announcement 
from Pretoria that h«. Lord Mllner 
and the Boer delegates had signed 
terms of surrender." Thia announce- 
ment had been anticipated for several 
days, and it was definitely forecasted 
in these dispatches, but its receipt 
Sunday afternoon took the nation by 
surprise, as everybody had confident- 
y believed that the houae of com- 
mons would hear the first news. The 
edge of the anticipation with which 
Ireat Britain awaited the promised 
statement in the house of commons 
from Mr. Balfour. the government 
eader. was stil! further dulled by the 
following message from King Edward 
to his people, which was issued after 
midnight: 


"The king has received ta« welcome 


news of the cessation of hostilities in 
South Africa with infinite satisfac- 
tion, and his majesty trusts that peace 
may speedily be followed by the res- 
toration of prosperity in his new do- 
minions, and that the feelings neces- 
sarily engendered by war will give 
place to earnest co-operation on the 
part of his majesty's South African 
subjects in promoting the welfare or 
their common community." 


Lord Kitchener's definite announce- 


ment of peace was received at the 
war office at 1 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon, and was communicated to King 
Edward and all the members of the 
cabinet before it was given to the 
public. The Sunday evening calm of 
London streets was broken by enthu- 
siastic singing.' shouting and horn- 
blowing. The hotels, the clubs, the 
public houses and the streets were-not 
the only places where the people were 
actively demonstrating their joy. The 
peace news was announced lit the 
churches, and by some congregations 
it was received with applause. In all 
the churches of London prayers of 
thanksgiving were offered and special 
hymns were sung. 


How greatly King Edward's Insist- 


ence that peace in South Africa be 
secured prior to his coronation influ- 
enced the present agreement will 
probably not be known until the pri- 
vate memoirs of the present regime 
are given to the public. 


What Knifler Said. , 


According 
to a dispatch 
from 


Utrecht. Holland, Mr. Kruger was In- 
formed shortly after 9 o'clock Sunday 
night that peace had been declared. 
He had been asleep. "My God," he 
said, "it is impossible." Mr. Kruger 
and his entourage, the dispatch con- 
tinues, hope to be permitted to return 
to the Transvaal. This, however, is 
quite unlikely. 


In the absence of any knowledge of 


the terms of "peace, the editorials in 
the morning papers are rather stereo- 
typed and uninteresting, expressing 
generally thankfulness that the long 
and arduous struggle is ended and a 
hope that peace will be enduring. The 
papers recognize also that ther* is 
stHl a great and difficult task ahead 
in 
reconciling and 
reconstructing 


South Africa, and, as The Morning 
Post significantly observes, "to take 
the right means to prevent what has 
been won north of the Orange river 
from being lost to the south of it." la 
this connection it should be remarked 
that there are some small Boer com- 
mandoes In the Cape colony and prob- 
ably elsewhere which were not repre- 
sented at the Vereenlglng conference. 
The Daily Graphic in this connection 
says: "This is a consideration which 
may well chasten our sense of tri- 
umph today. We have done great 
things in war, but we have still great- 
er things to achieve in peace." 


A Bo«r Opinion. 


Chicago. June 2.—Peter Vancllssen- 


gen, head of the Boer relief fund^com- 
mitee, when he heard of the capitula- 
tion of the Boers, expressed satisfac- 
tion that the struggle had come to an 
end. Continuing, he sal*: "When the 
peace terms shall become known 
predict that the wisdom of the Boers 
in continued resistance will be dem- 
onstrated. We have constantly heard 
of British victories which, in the light 
of later news, proved to be Boer vic- 
tories, and now we are told of the 
Boer 'surrender,' which I think we 
will learn to be a compromise. I be- 
lieve that the Boers had a consider 
able voice in the settlement. It does 
not take ten weeks of negotiating to 
bring about an unconditional surren 
der."
